Mrs. A. 8, Quinton, preaident of the Nativnal Indian Az%0- 
ciation, next gave an excellent review of the red man's char- 
acteristics, his artistic sense, humor, business ability, solicitude 
for his children, stateamanlike qualities. Her survey of his 
condition spoke of wild Alaskan Indians establishing a model 
»ttlement, of red men livelihoods in civilized occups- 
tions, of 3,000 enrolled pupils, of the decreasing number 
of politically appointed agents, of the wisdom in allotting the 
government's debts to the individuals in the tribes, of the 42 
groups without knowledge of © this Jezsus Christ the man talk 
about.” 

Following this address on the Indian came a meazage from 
Two Gray Hills, brought by Mrs. G. W. Peckham. After 
*howing the wheel and loom of the Navajo women, the spread 
over the pulpit a beautiful specimen of the blanket-weavers' 
art, explaining "that Mrs, R. B. Wright and Miss Margaret 
Cobb brought it for a gift to the society. They dexire that it 
be #old for the benefit of our treacury. 

Rey. C. H. Watzon's address on * Mexico” was particularly 
valuable.

Facts Concerning tbe Smoot Case 
the people of the country properly understand 


the izvue that came before the Mormon Church 

/ at their recent annual conference, April 6, and 
h how it was decided. The facts are thee : 

5<< Reed Smoot and others who were brought 


before the Senate Committee in Washington admitted 
that | the preaident of the Mormon Church and his 
apostles were living in polygamy, thus violating civil 
and ceclesinstical law. Smoot was quick to se that « 
knowledge of this fact jeopardized the retention of his 
«at in the Senate. Thereupon, when he returned home, for 
his own protection, he made a demand that at the ensuing 
annual conference of the church, two of the apostles be sus- 
pended, that is, that their names be not given to the congrega- 
tions to vote upon, which would be practically to remove 
them.. In other words, as «ays the Salt Lake Tribune, Reed 
Smoot and President Smith, by recognizing Smoot's complaint 
pretended to arrange that the church should be monogamitic. 
Some #teps were taken in the direction of an inquiry. Where- 
upon, the following startling situation was developed : John, 


W. Taylor and Mathias F. Cowley (the two apostles for whose's 


cuspension Mr. Smoot had asked) remarked that they were 
polygamists when Reed Smoot was inducted into the quorum, 
and that he knew it; that inasmuch as the law of God, called 
the manifeso, was just as explicit in forbidding present- 
plural marriage relation with wives who were taken before the 
manifesto 8s it was in relation.to polygamous marriages made 
«nce the manifesto, there was no more justification for an 
inqury concerning them than there was for an investigation 
of the: apostles-or officials who were living with their plural 
wives. 

"In point of fact,” continues the Salt Lake Tribune, it was 
rather plainly indicated that the church would find a pretty 
lively xcrap on its hands, in the quorum of the twelve, if it 
attempted to put these particular men on trial and conviet 
them and probably diemiss or suspend them for the zake of 
Reed Smoot's ambition. 

At this particular juncture—when it was most desirable 
that no further disquietude among the saints sbould be 
apparent, when the annual conference was about to axxemble, 
when the thoughts of many were turned toward the charges 
made by Reed Smoot against two of the apostles, and while 
the public awaited the preazing of those charges— then was 
Reed Smoot enlled to San Franciseo by urgent business (!) 
and 50 was unable to attend the conference and preas the 
charges. 


"In his desertion of the championship of monogamy in the 
quorum of the twelve apostles; in the fleeing of Reed Smoot 
from the scene of his promised combat ; in his utter abandon- 
ment of the fight against- polygamy in his quorum, the last 
vestige of oppoaition, or even pretended opposition, has 
vanizhed.

to two weeks each; three pastors having conducted three 
meetings each, and two others two meetings each. Twenty- 
four different fields were thus reached in special effort during 
the year by pastors upon the field, outside of regular evan- 
gelistic workers. 


THE FOREIGN WORK 

Much attention has been given to work among foreign-speak- 
ing peoples. Out of $12,036.43 appropriated for miasion 
work, we have expended 364 per cent upon this clazs of work ; 
17 men have been given commizsions, of whom 7 have be- 
longed to the Swedish Conference; 3 to Norwegian-Danish 
Conference; 3 connected with Chinese and Japanese work 
and we have aided one Negro Baptist Church. 


A GLIMPSE OF PIONEER WORK IN-OKLAHO0)M4 
BY C. W. BREWER, ESQ., GENERAL MISSION 41) 

The past year has been one of hard work for our Mmi<yonary 
hindered by an unusually cold winter, failure of crop< in ws 
gections and the usual indifference cauzed by a mad cus 
after land and money ; but out of it all come jov Wm erVins 
and victory for the cause of the Master. Only about k. 
churches have been organized, more attention having hos: 
given to strengthening weak churches. 

There have been under appointment, for a part or all tis 
time, 81 mizsjionary pastors, 12 district mizsionaries, 2 evac- 
gelists, 1 mizsjonary among the Ozage Indians, and 1 native 
helper. Twenty-three new fields have been occupied, 1% 
churches and out-stations supplied, 1,354 baptisms re porta! 
818 members otherwise received, making a total addition is 
membership of 2,172. Eleven churches have become 1! 
Supporting, and 15 houses of worship have been completed a: 
a cost of $19,000. 

In offerings for Oklahoma missions our churches have gow 
from $1,800 the year before to $3,300 last year, and have under 
taken to raive $5,000 the prezent year. More advancemen! 
along all lines of work is noted in the Southwestern counties 

For the first time in the history of our Convention work tu- 
been taken up among the Ozage Indians under the co-opers 
tive plan, and one-fifteenth of the entire miasion fund was «' 
azide for this work. This' promises to be the first succeaxfu! 
effort among the Ozages by any denomination. 

We have had under appointment one missionary who gav- 
full time and one who gave part of the year to evangelisti 
work. The results have been such as to emphasize the neces 
sity of enlargement along this line. During the past 
months three churches have been helped to zelf-«upport as « 
reult of meetings held, and each made a liberal offering at thr 
close of the meeting. 

CHURCH DESTITUTION 

There are in Oklahoma about 350 Baptist church organiz- 
tions, and of this number more than 200 have no house of 
worship. At least 50 are ready to build houses, and would 
do 0 during the next year if only helped and encouraged « 
little. The sum of $4,000 of the Gift fund could be used to 
advantage.
